and here's another feature in the continuing saga of The Studio Series... this month we proudly present: 
PRODUCING YOUR IDEAS 
by Fearless Fred 

Buenas Nachos from the Ethel's Buns Truck! JTA asked me to bore you with yet another long-winded 
yawn session about "studio stuff'. He asks: How do you get an idea onto tape? That's like asking how 
you'd get to St. Louis... just jump in the car and go! But, I guess a roadmap would be handy in such a 
case and that's what I'll attempt to do here. This is how Harry and I do it, but there's probably a 
bazillion different roads you could take. 

First, we get together (with lots of beer) and brainstorm. We knock ideas against each other and neither 
are hesitant to say: "your idea sucks!" The end result is much better than if we were to spend a drunken 
night ooooh-ing and alilihh-ing over each other's dumb ideas. It takes a special relationship to be able 
to do that and not get pissed off, but if you work in tandem with someone, you really should try it. It 
keeps the junk out of the shows. And always: WRITE EVERYTHING DOWN (even the stupid ideas!) 
and keep them. You might find that a stupid idea works with a different angle, or in another show... 
perhaps several years later. Write everything down and file those note away, they're like gold! 
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Ifs time to script. Skits are easy, usually Ihcy'rc like everyday situations, with normal conversation. If 
you can learn to think in dil'fereni personalities when writing different voice parts, the rest will be easy. 
Fake spots arc tougher because there are certain mechanics involved in every different type. The main 
help I can give is to start taping commercials from TV and radio, then sit down and STUDY them, and 
take notes on the different elements that make up hard sells, soft sells, institutional, informationals, 
etc. What are they doing? And HOW are they doing it? A little time and effort to study the pros will 
make your own spots sound a lot more convincing. And while writing them, always think about what 
the finished product will sound like and what might make it sound better. Sound effects are always 
good with skits, and background music beds help out many different types of spots. Always note these 
on your script, and ii" you want a certain sound effect at a certain place, write it in that place on your 
script. When finished, get together with your radio partner again and do read throughs and revision. 
When reading through spots, always time yourself to see about how long it is. Most spots will need a 
background music bed. You'll need to find some music that's approximately long enough for the spot. 
Vocal tracks tend to draw attention away from the announcer, so you should try to find instrumental 
cuts for your music bed. Finding music with a long intro or a long solo part in the middle works fine if 
you can'i loop music beds. If you can't, don't feel bad. Nineteen out of every twenty that I worked with 
in commercial radio couldn't either... and they're SUPPOSED to be professionals! When you have your 
music bed ready, read your spot over it, several times. Doing this, you can get familiar with the script, 
develop a cadence, and expand or compress time by speeding up or slowing down your delivery to fit 
the length of the music bed. And when you get good at this, go down to the local commercial station 
and offer to do production on the weekends... 'cause you'll probably be better at it than anyone on their 
staff! 

Simple skits and spots are routine, not needing further paperwork. But if you get into making complex 
skits with multiple characters and layered sound effects like Garbanzo's, an element flowchart will save 
a lot of cussing. Basically, this is just a chart (done in chronological order) that shows start and stop 
places for voice tracks, sound effects, music beds, etc. Make sure that you note proper playback 
volume for the mix on ALL these elements, and it's a good idea to note what tapewell or CD player 
each element is cued up in. Do the chart in pencil, because it will change... a lot. We always make a 
couple of dry runs before going for the gold. It familiarizes you for the mixing task at hand. At this 
point, you'll be able to tell if you've got enough of what you need. Take for instance the Jelly Donut 
skit in Garbanzo it 12. We needed background crickets to run from the time that Fred opens the back 
door to the time that Harry starts the truck and lays down rubber... about four minutes. My SFX CD 
crickets was two and a half. Gotta make a copy on tape, pause tape at end, then record again, giving 
five minutes for the cricket bed. These are the types of things that you'll be fine tuning in this stage of 
the process. 

From here we can go one of two different ways: either lay down voice tracks first, to mix with the rest 
later, or lay them down hot during mixdown. It usually works better to do them during mixdown, but 
sometimes the reverse is true. You just gotta see which road you'd rather take according to the situation 
you're in. Once all these things are done, I'd highly recommend NOT erasing all the taped elements 
just yet. Get together again with a few beers and listen to your work... REALLY LISTEN... and be 
honest with yourself. If you're satisfied, then you're done. If not, decide what you need to do, and do 
it... UNTIL you're satisfied. Have heart, sometimes we'll plow through u dozen lakes before it's "right". 
Well, that's how we get from ideas to tape here at the wonderbcan. It's a hell of a lot of work, but Harry 
and 1 think it's worth it; we DEFINITELY take the long way to St. Louis... but when we get mere, we 
know we had a good trip. 73s. and I lappy Motoring! 
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THANKS Fred! Definitely worth a look at the map, yes? Next mont 
the subject from Woody B. Serious of Up Your Radio. Stay tuned...

KUHL QSL'S RADIO FREE ASIA 
ACE member Harald Kuhl of Germany sends word that he has received a partial data QSL from Radio 
Free Asia. Ilarald heard this relatively new operation, Rumored to be using a transmitter site in 
Kazakhstan, on October 3 from 1500-1600 UTC on 7495 kHz. Harald says that his log was made from 
the city of Wuxi, which he describes as "a little bit inland from Shanghai." He mailed his report 
directly from China to Washington, proving that the postal service works between China and the USA. 
He mailed the report to the Voice of America, requesting that the transmitter site be shown on the QSL. 
But, the VOA verie did not list a site. 

Harald provides the following commentary: "I would like to come back to our litlle discussion (in 
DSWCI's DX Window) whether this is a clandcstme/scmi-clnndestme operation or not. If we count this 
just as another international broadcaster, why then do they uvoid to mention their nuine and a nd a 
VOA card instead? And why do they uvoid to mention Ihc Irimniiiiilcr sile tad write "CANNOT 
VERIFY" instead? As often is true, the "truth" seems to lie somewhere in between. I have followed the 
reactions of the different Asian nations concerning Radio T ree Asia very closely dm inn Hie pa .t 
mondis. For me, this radio still (or even more now) is more a clandestine than a normal international 
radio station. But there are certainly good arguments for other views." 

Harald also notes that one day later he got a no data QSL directly from Radio Free Asia. The letter 
mainly talked about the station and its aims, but it did confirm Harald's reception report without 
providing any details. Also enclosed was a RFA sticker. Harald says that Radio Free Asia reports that 
they model themselves after Radio Free Europe and Radio Liberty, with no mention of either Radio 
Marti or TV Marti. 

In a related matter, BBCMS (via Monitoring Times) notes that the new Radio Free Asia Korean service 
is scheduled for an hour at 2200 UTC on 7530, 9445, and 9650 kHz, with a second one hour slot at 
1530 UTC on 7520, 9955 and 11600 kHz. The North Korean Foreign Ministry criticized this new 
service four days after its initial March 4 transmission. 

MORE KUHL CLANDESTINE QSL'S 
Harald KuhTs post office box has recently been so full of clandestine QSL's that he may have to rent a 
bigger box. Harald says that he bagged a QSL from the Voice of Southern Azerbaijan for a 
transmission on their former 12090 kHz frequency. Harald got a form letter on official letterhead and a 
studio tape of one of their shows. Since the QSL is in Azeri or Farsi, Harald has been unable to 
understand the exact content of the letter, which was postmarked in Germany. He contacted the station 
by phone to deliver an oral reception report, but Harald's QSL now makes it clear that the station 
address is do Vosa Ltd., Postfuch 108, A-l 193 Wien, Austria. 

Harald lists his third QSI . this month as a combination pirate/clandestine/military utility station. He 
received a QSL in four weeks from Radio 75, Voice of Mojaheds of the Laptev Sea. They replied to 
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Harald's report on a lower sideband transmission made on 6290 kHz. sending a full data paper card and 
a form letter. They said that their transmitter was on "sink submarine Q-201 in Laptev Sea" running 30 
watts into a GP-6M antenna. Harald says that he had a booming signal from this "military 
radiostation." The QSL arrived with a postmark of Sevastopol Krim, Ukraine. Harald did not send in 
their address; what did you use to contact them, Harald? He notes accurately that this station is "one of 
the more interesting radio operations from the east." 

KANTAKO CHANGES QTH 

Paul Griffin of Illinois sends in an item of interest to both clandestine DXers and micropirate 
supporters. Mbanna Kantako, who has operated a political micropirate on a continuous basis for 
several years in the John Hay Public Housing Project in Springfield, Illinois, has moved to new 
housing. He has already set up his station at the new site. With the move, he has also changed the name 
of the station to Human Rights Radio. Paul notes that the address has changed for contacting this 
operation. You should now use Human Rights Radio, do Mbanna Kantako, 719 1/2 North Sixth Street, 
Springfield, Illinois 62702. An e-mail address of Larchcr@uis.edu is also available. Paul notes that 
Mbanna "would appreciate letters of encouragement." 

BBCMS CLANDESTINE NEWS 
As usual this month, the BBC Monitoring Service (via Monitoring Times) has quite a few items of 
clandestine news: 

Afghanistan Radio. The continuing military conflict between the Taleban government in Afghanistan 
and anti-Taleban rebels is constantly changing the clandestine radio situation in Afghanistan. BBCMS' 
latest report on this situation cites an article in the March 1997 issue of Afghan Press, which is a 
publication of the anti-Taleban National Islamic Movement headed by General Dostum. The 
publication claimed that a new clandestine, Radio Balkh, is now broadcasting on "shortwave and 
mediumwave" from Balkh in northern Afghanistan. The article said that the new station is being 
financed by the Republic of Turkey. BBCMS notes that a second anti-Taleban clandestine with an ID 
of Radio Afghanistan has operated since October 1996. The second station is run by supporters of 
ousted Afghanistan President Rabbani. BBCMS claims a direct source for the fact that the Radio 
Afghanistan transmitter is located in Talogan, located in the northern Afghanistan Takhar Province. 
BBCMS presumes that this transmitter is also used by the Tajik opposition clandestine Voice of Free 
Tajikistan, since both V. of FT and Radio Afghanistan use the same shortwave frequency. The latest 
BBCMS information from monitoring found that the Voice of Free Tajikistan is scheduled at 0600 
UTC on 7 1 00 kHz and at 0300 UTC on 5965 kHz. 

Voice of Iranian Kordestan. On March 29 BBCMS monitored a schedule announcement off the air 
from this station. They transmit from 1300-1430 UTC on "41 and 75 meters," with a repeat of this 
broadcast from 0230-0400 UTC. The first hour is in Kurdish, with the last half hour in Persian. 
BBCMS has logged them on variable frequencies between 3942 and 4200 kHz. 

"Radio of Islam, Voice of the Islamic Movement in Iraqi Kurdistan. The next five items, all listed 
with an asterisk, are data from BBCMS loggings on March 31. The first station was heard with an 
Arabic program from 1600-1650 UTC on 4135, 4400, and 6305 kHz. 

"Voice of Rebellious Iraq. This one's Arabic programming was heard from 1300-1530 UTC on 6086 
kHz, as well as after 1930 UTC on the medium wave frequency of 1386 kHz. 
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"Radio of Jihad, Voice of Iraqi Islamic Movement. This one was noted from 1700-1900 UTC on 
1116 kHz. If anybody hears this one on medium wave in North America during the summer, an 
investigation should be organized. 

"Voice of Iraqi Kurdistan. BBCMS heard them moving to 4080 kHz, ex-4070. The 4080 channel is 
also used by the Iraqi Kurdistan regional government s.ation Harim Radio, nominally scheduled for an 
hour at 1500 UTC. The area is heavily jammed, so caution on ID's is obviously advised. The 
clandestine announces a schedule of 0345-0500 and 1645-1800 UTC in Kurdish, with Arabic 
programming from 0500-0600 and 1800-1900 UTC. "Special programs" to Europe and the Middle 
East are scheduled in Kurdish and Arabic for an hour at 1900 UTC. 
"Voice of Iraqi Islamic Revolution. BBCMS can't hear them. 

Voice of Peace. Citing a Canbodian broadcast of Oddamkeakte Khmer at 0949 UTC on March 26, 
BBCMS finds that a Cambodian opposition clandestine with an ID of the Voice of Peace began test 
broadcasts in mid-March. The Cambodian Information Ministry notified the station that its 93.5 MHz 
should "stop broadcasting immediately," since it was overlapping the coverage area of another 
broadcaster. HE Son Soubert, second vice-chairman of the National Assembly and deputy leader of the 
opposition Buddhist Liberal Democratic Party, said thai the station would not do this because it is 
interfering with no other transmitter. He also claimed ih.it cither stations, operated b) dififanl poliiir.il 
interests, were broadcasting without government interference despite a lack of formal ncrmis»iO0 from 
the Cambodian Information Ministry. 

The Future. An anti-Iraq medium wave elandeslme, whose Al-Miislaqbal II I lianslates as I lie I iituic. 
is operating on 1566 kHz for 90 minutes at 1830 UTC. It also uses 1008 kll/ at vanous mm ■ "I d»J 
Iraqi Foreign Minister Muhammad Sa'id al-Sahhaf complained to Jordanian officials about the station, 
which he claimed was transmitting from Jordanian territory. The clandestine supports the Iraqi 

London and northern Iraq. In a communication with BBCMS in June 1996, the station denied that it 
was financed by the United States. 

CUBANS MOCK TV MARTI 

According to a BBCMS summary of a March 27 article filed with the Paris-based AFP news agency, 
that day's official Cuban daily newspaper Granma ridiculed the TV Marti operation of the USA 
government as a "television that has never been and never will be, since no one watches it." The paper 
pointed out that despite production of nearly 7,000 hours of TV Marti programming since March 1990, 
Cuban jamming of the analog broadcasting signal has been completely successful. The paper says that 
jamming technology is constantly being refined, leading to greater effectiveness and reduced jamming 
costs. It also claimed that the jamming "is not a matter of opposing foreign television in general, but a 
proper reaction to Ml unacceptable violation of national sovereignty." Granma discussed the various 
scandals relating to TV Marti management over the years, criticizing Jorge Mas Canosa by saying that 
"protests from groups of Cuban emigres, mainly against the leader of the Mafia clan of the Cuban- 
American National Inumli i, who has tried to buy control of that entity." The article appeared on the 

seventh anniversary of I V M ali.
